Monterrey (México), (EFE).- La Cumbre Extraordi- 
naria de las Américas finalizó el martes pasado con la firma 
de un compromiso para combatir la pobreza y en medio de 
un inesperado enfrentamiento entre Chile y Bolivia por una 
vieja disputa territorial. 
Los presidentes de los 34 países americanos reunidos 
durante dos días en la ciudad mexicana de Monterrey 
suscribieron la “Declaración de Nuevo León”, que carga 
las tintas en la necesidad de prestar atención al desarrollo 
social y la erradicación de la pobreza. 
Pero la insistencia de Bolivia por recuperar una salida 
y al Pacífico a través de Chile abrió repentinamente un áspero 
debate entre ambos países que por unas horas restó 
importancia a los temas que discutían los presidentes en la 
última sesión del encuentro. 
En tanto, el presidente de EE.UU., George W. Bush, 
no pudo imponer su agenda en la Cumbre, que consistía en 
obtener de nuevo un respaldo al Área de Libre Comercio 
| de las Américas (ALCA) para su entrada en vigor en 2005 
y la lucha contra la corrupción. 

| La cumbre concluyó con un documento que Venezue- 
la mantuvo su “reserva” sobre el párrafo en el que los países 
respaldan el objetivo de crear el ALCA con la estructura y 
el plazo previstos, aunque el texto no cita la fecha fijada 
del 2005 para su inicio. 

En tanto, Lula afirmó que Brasil está dispuesto a dejar 
de “fichar” a los visitantes estadounidenses que llegan a su 
país si EE.UU. hace lo mismo con los brasileños. 

Vicente Fox, reconoció que tiene diferencias con su 
homólogo venezolano Hugo Chávez, mientras que éste ter- 
ció en defender la reivindicación de Bolivia por una salida 
al mar, en detrimento chileno. 

Bush instó a su homólogo argentino, Néstor Kirchner, 

a que cumpla los compromisos adquiridos con el Fondo 
Monetario Internacional (FMI), mientras el gobernante su- 
damericano se quejó de que Argentina sigue sufriendo la 
“incomprensión” del organismo para cumplir con las 
exigencias impuestas.s>

Later this month, on January 
23rd, a “topping off” ceremony 
will be held at the new Civic Cen- 
ter construction site at 4th and 
Santa Clara. Those in attendance 
will celebrate the completion of the 
steel framework for the eighteen- 
story office tower.

On May 14, 2002, the San Jose 
City Council voted to authorize the 
construction of a new Civic Center 
on 4th and Santa Clara street. The 
council voted 9-2 to approve the 
project despite the fact that a Mer- 
cury News commissioned poll pub- 
lished two days earlier showed that 
64% of San Jose residents preferred 
the less expensive option of build- 
ing a new city hall at the existing 
city hall site. 

The price of the government 
complex at 4th and Santa Clara is 
$343 million. The cost of the project 
is over $960 million! This figure 
does not include the costs associ- 
ated with refurbishing the existing 
city hall and building an accompa- 
nying parking garage. 

The City Council had previ- 
ously directed the City Manager's 
office to conduct an analysis of al- 
ternative city hall sites. 

“The goal of the analysis was

to ensure there was appropriate due 
diligence to respond to recent sug- 
gestions that other sites might be 
more suitable for accomplishing the 
city’s goals for a new Civic Cen- 
City memo signed by 
Gonzales, Chavez, Cortese, Dando, 
and Yeager. May 9, 2002. 

“Due diligence was not per- 
formed. Outside contractors were 
not invited to submit bids on con- 
struction at the existing City Hall 
site. City costs for the project were 
assumed to be the same as the 
Fourth and Santa Clara site... which 
would be $288 million for the con- 
struction.”-Deputy City Manager’s 
report on May 8, 2002. 

“The estimated costs of con- 
struction at the Fourth and Santa 
Clara Street site is $623 per square 
foot!” -San Jose Business Journal 
on April 16, 2002. 

Professional bids were solic- 
ited and accepted for other poten-

tial City Hall sites, but none were 
sought for the existing City Hall 
site, which many considered to be 
the most practical of all. 

“In order to ensure that the 
comparison of alternatives was fair, 
complete, and accurate, Council 
gave specific directions...etc.”- 
City memo on May 9, 2002. 

How can the report be fair, 
complete, and accurate when it con- 
tains such a blatant omission? 

The report was a whitewash. 
The people of San Jose were de-

back to the downtown core, pro- 
vided that no new taxes were im- 
posed and funding was not taken 
from other existing City programs. 
Measure I-City Civic relocation 

Without imposing, additional 
taxes or taking money from other 
city programs, shall ordinance 
14224.1 be amended to permit the 
relocation and consolidation of 
civic offices in the downtown so 
long as the costs are paid by using 
the proceeds from the sale or lease 
of the old civic complex and other 
land, savings from the elimination 
of leased office space, and consoli- 
dation of City facilities and ser- 
vices. 

Measure I requires that for the 
project to proceed, it must be cost 
effective. The City must demon- 
strate that it is cheaper to build the 
new complex than to continue to 
rent commercial office space.

Sacramento, (EFE).- El 
presidente del senado de Califor- 
nia, el demócrata John Burton, dijo 
el martes pasado que Arnold 
Schwarzenegger quiere poner 
sobre los hombros de los más 
pobres la solución del déficit, lo 
que anticipa una dura batalla 
legislativa. 

Burton. el demócrata con ma- 
yor autoridad entre los legisladores 
de su partido-que dominan ambas 
cámaras-se comprometió a dar una 
dura pelea por evitar los recortes a 
los programas que benefician a los 
más pobres. 

“Tenemos gente que hace 
medio millón de dólares anuales 
después de declarar impuestos” y 
que podrían aportar un poco más 
en lugar de congelar los servicios 
de salud infantil o encarecer las 
universidades, dijo el senador. 

Republicanos que respaldan la 
negativa del gobernador a elevar 
impuestos, como el asambleísta 
Reay Haynes. advierten que de 
elevarles impuestos, los residentes 
con mayores ingresos. “se irán a 
Florida o Texas” 

Burton cree que “elevandoles 
300 6 400 dólares de impuestos 
anuales no les hará irse del estado 
cuando aquí obtienen 500.000 
dólares anuales libres de mayores

El senador señaló que buena 
parte del actual déficit, de 14,000 
millones de dólares para este año 
fiscal, se debe a que el gobernador 
eliminó el primer día de su admi- 
nistración el impuesto a las tarifas 
de licencias automovilisticas, por 
lo que sería inválido que ahora de- 
clare que su gobierno heredó el 
déficit.

Sacramento, (EFE).- El gobernador de California, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, presentó una propuesta de presupuesto para 2004- 
2005 por 76.000 millones de dólares, 23.000 millones de dólares 
menos que el año anterior. 

Schwarzenegger pidió al Legislativo aprobar su presupuesto que 
incluye severas reducciones a la salud pública, servicios médicos 
infantiles, asistencia a inválidos, reducción de pagos a médicos, la 
no cancelación de 2.000 millones de dólares a escuelas y aumentos 
a las colegiaturas de universidades y colegios universitarios. 

“Corregiremos la manera en que el estado está haciendo nego- 
cios. en las prisiones. en salud, en educación en servicios humanos 
y más. El gobierno del estado puede gastar más sabiamente e ir en 
contra del gasto los fraudes y los abusos” señaló el gobernador. 

Schwarzenegger llamó a su propuesta una iniciativa “respon- 
sable” que a su parecer “pondrá a California en el camino correcto a 
su recuperación” económica. 

“Durante los últimos cinco años los políticos hicieron mal uso 
del presupuesto de California. pues los ingresos aumentaron en 25 
por ciento y los gastos se incrementaron en 43 por ciento”, acusó. 

“Porque Sacramento no controló los gastos, heredamos un 
adeudo de 22.000 millones de dólares y enfrentamos un déficit de 
14.000 millones en ebactual presupuesto”, agregó. 

“Como lo dije en mi informe de gobierno. si hoy no controlamos 
los gastos, pondremos cada programa en riesgo, porque California 
irá a la bancarrota y una California en quiebra no podrá proporcionar 
servicios a nadie”, señaló. 

El gobernador acusó a la.pasada administración y a la legislatura 
dominada por los demócratas. 

En una conferencia de prensa luego de presentar su propuesta 
de gastos a los legisladores, Schwarzenegger dijo que “en los últimos 
dos presupuestos se hicieron trampas y juegos, posponiendo las 
decisiones difíciles hasta el siguiente ciclo electoral” 

“Los politicos gastaron el dinero de California como si los bue- 
nos tiempos nunca fueran a acabar”. indicó. 

Según el gobernador, la propuesta que será Nevada a los votan- 
tes en marzo para decidir una venta de bonos de deuda por 15.000 
millones de dólares, “eliminará la deuda anterior” 

Fustigó a los demócratas cuando dijo que “en el pasado esta fue 
una casa en la que se dividía para vencer. con lo que el problema se 
hizo más grande que la habilidad para resolverle” 

Sin embargo, señaló que “yo sé que cada legislador tiene buenas 
intenciones y una de ellas es hacer de California un mejor estado”

Closing on your new home can 
be both exciting and confusing. 

Also known as settlement, the 
process involves signing a number 
of important documents, most of 
them written in legalese. 

Before you reach the day when 
you take the keys, several things 
have to happen. The property needs 
to be surveyed and appraised. You 
must have a title search done to be 
sure that the seller actually has the 
right to sell the house to you. The 
home must be inspected and you 
have to obtain insurance. 

Before closing you must also 
protect yourself. Most lenders are 
required to give you a copy of the 
HUD booklet “Settlement Costs.” 
If they haven't already done so, ask 
for it. This pamphlet helps you be 
a better shopper for settlement ser- 
vices and it also helps you under- 
stand the process better. 

When applying for a loan the

lender is required by law to give 
you a “good faith” estimate of the 
settlement costs. This means that 
the lender must give you a realis- 
tic estimate, not one that suddenly 
becomes much larger at the last 
minute. 

On closing day, several things 
will happen. 

You will present a proof of 
homeowners’ insurance and give 
the closing agent a certified check 
to cover the closing costs. He or 
she will help you review all of the 


documents you are about to sign. 
Some of them include: the Real 
Estate Settlement Procedure Act 
(RESPA), in which you acknowl- 
edge you have been given informa- 
tion about how the closing process 
works; the Truth In Lending Dis- 
closure Statement (TIL), which re- 
quires the lender to make sure you 
understand all of the terms and 
conditions of the loan; the Mort- 
gage Note, which is your promise 
to repay the mortgage. It includes 
such items as the loan amount, in- 
terest rate, frequency rate and ma- 
turity date of the loan (among other 
terms). 

You will also sign a document 
that uses the house as security for 
the loan. When you sign the War- 
ranty Deed, that document trans- 
fers ownership of the house to you. 

As part of the closing process, 
the agent will establish an escrow 
account for you that will cover 
property tax, homeowner's insur- 
ance, interim interest and, in some

cases, private mortgage insurance. 
An escrow account is one in which 
a neutral third party holds fees and, 
or documents until settlement is 
complete. 

You will also sign all the docu- 
ments required by the lender, the 
most important of which are the 
note and security instrument, 
which is either a mortgage or deed 
of trust. 

The lender will give the clos- 
ing agent a check to cover the mort-

Carpal Tunnel Syndrome 
(CTS) has become an epidemic. 

This painful condition that 
affects the hands, wrists and arms 
can become disabling, so much 
so that many victims can no 
longer work.

Other 
symptoms include loss of 
strength in the hands, a burning 
sensation in the hands, wrists or 
arms, shooting pain in the arms 
or pain in the neck. 

These symptoms are often 
caused by swelling of the soft tis- 
sue in the wrist, which in turn ir- 
ritates the nerve. Although a 
common culprit is repetitive 
motions involving computers, 
many types of physical work, 
hobbies and sports can leave you 
prey to carpal tunnel pain. 

Old wrist and neck injuries 
can also cause this condition. 

Treatment 

Common treatments for 
CTS include wrist supports, 
medication, steroids and surgery. 
Although all have their benefits, 
they do not address the cause of 
the problem. 

In addition, steroids and 
medication can have undesirable 
side effects. Surgery, the most 
drastic approach, does not always 


al tunnel 


clear up the condition. Many sur- 
geons agree that the pain may not 
initiate in the wrist, which makes 
the surgery not only useless, but 
expensive and inconvenient be- 
cause of the long recovery time. 
Thousands of people who have 
had the surgery report that the 
pain is unchanged. 

Chiropractic offers a viable 
alternative. This is because your 
neck, joints, arms, wrists, hands 
and nerves must all be working 
correctly. Gentle adjustments can 
improve the efficiency of the en- 
tire system from neck to hand, 
which will relieve the swelling. 
When the swelling is reduced, so 
is the pain. 

Prevention 

You can reduce your chances 
of suffering from CTS by taking 
a few simple steps. 

First, make sure your work 
station is ergonomically sound. 

While sitting at the desk, 
your forearms should be horizon- 
tal with the floor, with elbows at 
your sides. Do not rest your 
hands on the keyboard or on a 
wrist rest while typing. Use the 
rest only to relax your wrists dur- 
ing periodic breaks. Do not type 
with your arms outstretched. The 
keyboard should be close enough 
that if your elbows are at your 
sides, you can type comfortably. 
Sit with your back straight and 
against the backrest. 

Type gently, rather than 
pounding the keys. It's easier on 
both you and the keyboard. 

Although there is no conclu- 
sive proof that split keyboards 
are better for you than traditional 
ones, some people find they have 
less hand and wrist stress while 
using them. If you have continual 
problems with pain, you may 
want to consider using a split 


syndrome 


keyboard. 

Also consider switching 
your mouse for a roll ball if you 
use the mouse constantly. The 
ball reduces forearm movement. 

There are also a few simple 
exercises that can be extremely 
beneficial: 

Lower your hands toward 
the floor and shake them gently. 
This improves circulation and 
reduces pressure on the carpal 
tunnel. 

Stretch your fingers apart as 
far as you can and hold them in 
that position for several seconds. 
Then fold your fingers in (with- 
out clinching them) and keep 
them that way for several sec- 
onds. Then repeat the exercise a 
few times. 

Hold a soft foam ball in your 
hand with palm turned up and 
squeeze it 10 to 15 times. 

Not only does the ball re- 
lieve stress, you can use it to 
practice your 3-point shot when 
nobody is looking. 

Despite all of the technologi- 
cal advances that benefit us in so 
many ways, the body still has its 
own wisdom. Take care of your 
hands and wrists now and they 
can give you a lifetime of pain- 
free productivity and fun.

Pasadena (California), 
(EFE).- El 90 por ciento de los ni- 
nos hispanos de California con so- 
brepeso tienen al menos un factor 
de riesgo de padecer de diabetes ti- 
po 2 asi como de sufrir problemas 
cardiovasculares, señala un estudio 
divulgado el martes que pasó. 

La Escuela de Medicina Keck 
de la Universidad del Sur de Cali- 
fornia (USC) indicó que en dos es- 
tudios complementarios se descu- 
brieron factores de riesgo de diabe- 
tes 2 y transtornos cardiovasculares 
en 113 de un total de 126 niños his- 
panos con sobrepeso (90 por 
ciento) en edades entre 8 y 13 años. 

“Nuestra conclusión es que la 
obesidad, particularmente entre los 
niños hispanos, es ahora un proble- 
ma nutricional común y peligroso”, 
señaló el doctor Michael Goran, 
que participó en la investigación.

On November 6, 2001, the 
City council accepted the findings 
of a City finance department report 
that concluded that the proposed 
Civic Center project at 4th and 
Santa Clara (the $343 million 
Meier designed building) satisfied 
the legal requirements of Measure 
I. 

When the “dot-com” bubble 
burst, the local economy declined, 
bringing with it the price of com- 


mercial real estate. Millions of 


square feet of prime commercial 
office space suddenly became 
available. Some began to question 
the wisdom of committing public 
resources to the building of an opu- 
lent Civic Center in the midst of a 
declining economy. 

On March 12, 2002, Council- 
member Chuck Reed advanced the 
idea that plans for the landmark 
City Hall complex should be 
dropped in favor of something 
more practical. The Mercury News 
Editorial Board had earlier asked 
in a March 1, 2002 opinion piece, 
“Would a new Civic Center ulti- 
mately save money? Would it be a 
boondoggle? First, get the facts.” 

“It’s time to take an objective 
analytical look at every serious al- 
ternative to the Civic Center plan. 
It would be irresponsible to ignore 
alternatives that might be adequate, 
if not ideal, and considerably 
cheaper. Without that analysis, the 
project would always be under a 
cloud.” 

At the March 13, 2002 Rules 
Committee meeting, Councilmem- 
ber Chuck Reed presented his 
memo outline calling for a re- 
evaluation of the City Hall project 
to several of his council colleagues. 
Also in attendance that day was 


a

Ron Gonzales who brought with 
him, a memo of his own. 
“Making a rare appearance at 
the Rules Committee hearing so 
that he could rebut Reed, Gonzales 
said, he expects the new City Hall 
to revitalize downtown and be a 
popular gathering place and land- 
mark. The city needs to keep these 
intangible benefits in mind as it 
weighs other options.”-San Jose 


- Mercury News on 3/14/02. 


These “intangibles” to which 
Gonzales refers to do not appear 
in the language of the 1996 ballot 
measure. San Jose voters thought 
that they were voting for a cost-ef- 
fective transition of government 
office space. What they got, was a 
vehicle by which to expand the size 
and scope of local government, a 
billion-dollar celebration of the 
state. 

As for the argument that the 
new Civic Center would become 
an engine for economic growth 
downtown, one need only to point 
out the lack of significant eco- 
nomic development surrounding 
the existing City Hall site. 

*...If we are to believe the new 
location will bring benefits to the 
area, we should be able to discern 
such benefits that have developed 
in the last 40 years around the 
present City Hall. They do appear 
to have eluded me.”-Jim Arbuckle, 
Letter to the Editor at the San Jose 
Mercury News on May 14, 2002. 

Gonzales’s memo trumped 
Reed’s. Alternative City Hall 
projects would be looked at, but 
only through the set criteria dic- 
tated by Gonzales’s memo: 

¢ The property must have a 
willing seller. 

* The site must be large enough 
to accommodate the entire pro- 
gram that has been approved for 
the 4th and Santa Clara Street site. 

¢ The alternative must have the 
ability to be delivered on a sched- 
ule reasonably similar to the cur- 
rent schedule for the 4th and Santa 
Clara Street site. 

¢ The alternative must have the 
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“The Measure I Ordinance 
provides that City Hall must re- 
main in the current Civic Center 


ability to meet Council-approved 
goals for the project. 

The criteria was crafted to pro- 
duce a desired end. Only the Meier 
designed building could satisfy the 
carefully worded requirements set 
forth in Gonzales’s memo. The 
deal was done, Gonzales had won. 
Chuck Reed lost his hand of po- 
litical poker to Gonzales.

Chapter Two 

The City’s “analysis” of 

alternative City Hall sites 

“People want a new City Hall, 
but they want us to do it for a lot 
less than $343 million, and we 
ought to find a way to do that.”- 
Chuck Reed. 

Building at the existing City 
Hall site was thought by many to 
be the most practical and promis- 
ing alternative. The Civic Center 
Alternative Scenarios Analysis 
conducted by the City Manager’s 
office listed the following advan- 
tages of building at the existing 
City Hall site (First and Mission):

So far, so good, right? Wrong. 
The authors of the report elimi- 
nated any chance of the site being 
selected through the use of their 
arbitrary assumption that, “City 
costs for the project were assumed 
to be the same as the Fourth and 
Santa Clara Street, site, less land 
delivery costs, which would be 
$288 million for construction.” 
(Deputy City Manager Memo 5/8/ 
02). Instead of calling for outside 
professional bids for construction, 
the authors applied the costs of the 
fancy and expensive Meier de- 
signed building, which is an esti- 
mated $623 per sq. ft.! (550,000 sq. 
ft. divided by $343 million). Pro- 
fessional bids were solicited and 
accepted for other potential City 
Hall sites, but none were sought for 


this one. They used the price of 


“gold” to determine how much it 
would cost to build with “silver.” 

“Assuming the City would 
build a project similar in Ps to de 
and Santa Clara on the “E” lot, 
is estimated that the seed! ee 
get would increase from $343 mil- 
lion to $396 million...” (City 
memo 5/8/02). The authors of the 
report concluded that the cost of 
the project would rise to $396 mil- 
lion after conveniently consulting 
only themselves. 

The City Manager’s Analysis 
of Alternative Sites concluded, “af- 
ter analyzing the potential sites 
thoroughly, staff is recommending 
that work proceed on the 4th and 
Santa Clara Street site for the new 
Civic Center.” 

Supporters of the Meier-de- 


signed complex at 4th and Santa 
Clara welcomed the report’s con- 
clusion with open arms. In a memo 
to City Council, dated May 9, 
2002, and signed by Gonzales, 
Chavez, Cortese, Dando, and 
Yeager, the recommendation was 


made, to approve the selection of 


the 4th and Santa Clara Street site 
and to direct the City manager to 
begin development of the new cen- 
ter. 

The memo also contained the 
remarkable statement that, “The 
goal of this analysis was to ensure 
there was appropriate due diligence 
to respond to recent suggestions 
that other sites might be more suit- 
able for accomplishing the City’s 
goals for a new Civic Center.” 

Due diligence is a legal term 
that describes a fair, thorough, and 
unbiased examination of a fact or 
finding. How could due diligence 
have been performed when outside 
contractors were not invited to sub- 
mit bids on construction at the ex- 
isting City Hall sites analyzed in 
the report? The authors of the re- 
port had arbitrarily assigned their 
own value to the study. 

The memo continued, “in or- 
der to ensure that the comparison 
of alternatives was fair, complete, 
and accurate, council gave specific 
directions...” 

How can the report be fair, 
complete, and accurate when due 
diligence was not performed? 

On Sunday, May 12, two days 
prior to the council vote on the 
project, the San Jose Mercury 
News published findings from a 
400 person sample poll, conducted 


by Nichols Research on behalf of 


the Mercury News. The poll found 
that 64% of San Jose residents, 
“prefer the option of a less expen- 
sive City Hall on its current site.” 


The poll also showed that 57% of 
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“ | 
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San Jose residents say that, “an or- 
dinary office building is ok” as the 
new city hall. 

The Mercury News went on to 
report that, “on the eve of a deci- 
sive vote on San Jose’s plans to 
build an elaborate new City Hall, 
San Jose residents overwhelmingly 
say the City should instead erect 
an ordinary office building- and be- 
lieve it’s not worth the money to 
move City Hall downtown.”-San 
Jose Mercury on May 12, 2002. 

Regarding the City Council’s 
response, Mercury News reporter 
Mike Zapler wrote that, “Gonzales 
refused to respond to the poll re- 
sults.” “I don’t comment on polls” 
Gonzales said. Indeed. How could 
he comment? After all, Gonzales 
was about to embark on a course 
of action that he knew that two- 
thirds of the people of San Jose 
opposed. 

Reporter Zapler obtained com- 
ment from political consultant Rich 
Robinson who cautioned that 
council members who support the 
project might pay a future politi- 
cal price for it. 

“Voters are very suspicious of 
bureaucrats building buildings for 
themselves, and the poll confirms 
that...a lot of people see this as a 
large expenditure of funds with 
seemingly no direct benefit to 
them. If you want to be the voice 
of the people, you take the Chuck 
Reed position.”-San Jose Mercury 
News on May 12, 2002.
